WIFE LIES UNCONSCIOUS 
IN AN ADJOINING ROOM 


Edward ‘M. Selby, Charged 
With $100 Embezzlement, 
Ends Life When Allowed to 
Visit Home After Arrest. 


. In the presence of a Deputy Sheriff 
who had arrested him on warrants 
charging forgery and embezziement, 
swallowed carbvliic 
acid Tuesday night at his home, wit 
North Fifth street, St. Charles. He diel 
soon afterward. 

“You'll never put me in jail,” were 
Selby’s last words to Deputy .John 
John Kelsiek, as he paused after his 
first taste of the fiery poison before 
draining the rest of the contents of 
the ounce bottle. 

Selby’s wife and four young children 
were in an adjoining room when he 
gwallowed the acid. 

Selby settled in St. Charles two yeurs 
ago as a district agent of the Singer 
Machine Co. This position lhe 
retained until last June, when he be- 
came local agent for a life insurance 
company. 

His successor in the sewing machine 
agency discovered some irregularities, 
and Inspector Conrad of the conpany 
was called to St. Charles. He discov- 
ered discrepancies, not exceeding $100 in 


amount, it is stated, but under circum- | 


stances which convinced him that he 
should prosecute Selby. 

Warrants were issued on Conrad's 
complaint late Tuesday afternoon, and 
were ‘given to Sheriff Hines for service. 

The Sheriff and Deputy Kelsiek found 
Selby in. the saloon of Andrew Halway;, 
and calling him to one side the Sheriff 
read the warrant to him. Selby seemed 
little surprised | 

Let Prisoner Visit Home. 

“My horse and buggy are  uiside,’’ 
said Selby. “You'll let me go home be- 
fore you take me to jail, won't you?” 

The Sheriff assented and .Kelsiek drove 
with his. prisoner to the latter’s home. 

Mrs. Selby greeted her husband af- 
fectionately, then looked inquiringly at 
the stranger. 

‘T’m arrested;’’ said the husband, turn- 
ing his face away -.from her gaze. 

With a loud outery Mrs. Selby fell, 
half conscious, into her husband's arms. 

Deputy Kelsick aided Selby in placing 
his wife in a chair. Then he followed 
him to the kitchen, his prisoner saying 
that he would bring a glass of water 
for the fainting woman. 

The kitchen was unlighted, but by 
the light from the adjoining room the 
officer saw that Selby did not go to the 
Sink, but stopped before a_ shelf on 
which were several bottles. One of the 
bottles he took down. : 

“ve been expecting this for some 


time,” said Selby, “and I’m prepared 


for it.’’ 

Then he turned his back on the .dep- 
When he again faced his captor 
an instant later he was reeling, and a 
bottle was at his lips. 

“You'll never put me in Jail!’ 
cried. | 

Then, as Kelsiek rushed toward him, 


he 


he emptied the small bottle and sank to 


the floor. 

The odor of earbolic acid rose from 
his lips as the deputy attempted to lift 
him. — 

Mrs. Selby and the children, who had 
heard his shout of defiance, ran into 
‘the kitchen and ‘stood in bewildered 
grief over the body of the husband and 
father as Kelsiek hastened out to call 
Dr. Tich. 


Died in Thirty Minutes. 

The physician, who is Coroner of St. 
Charles County, soon arrived, but the 
poison had been too deadly for the 
stomach pump to counteract, and Selby 
died within 30 minutes.after taking it. 
| An autopsy performed by Coroner 
Tich showed traces of morphine. which 
‘the physician believes Selby had taken 
shortly before his arrest. 

'The charges against Selby were an 
entire surprise to his wife, who sid 
>| nesday that she had never heard it 
ted that he was suspected of 


wrongdoing. She refused to believe that 
‘the accusations were based on fact.

Rudolph Schmidt Is Accused of 
Setting Fire to Kittie Sulli- 
van’s Dress After Throwing 
Oil on It.

TOLEDO, O., Sept. 6.—In the arrest of 
Rudoiph Schmidt the authorities believe 
they have in custody the person re- 
sponsible directly for the death of Kit- 
tie Sullivan, who was supposed to have 
accidentally set fire to her skirt yester- 
day afternoon while trying to strike a 
match man fashion on that garment. 

It is reported, with more or less foun- 
dation, that Schmidt threw oil on the 
girl’s clothes and then applied a match. 

The statement corroborating this is 
made by Billy Shehan, who saw the ac- 
cident, that Ed Drinkwater ran to the 
rear of the Elmore Hotel when he heard 
the girl's screams and tried to take off 
the burning garments. 

Schmidt appeared on the scene and 
with a blow on Drinkwater’s head told 
him to get away; that it was his swect- 
heart and he would do all that was neec- 
essary for her. 

It was on the strength of these stories 

hat Schmidt was taken last night by 
the combined efforts of three policemen, 

Kittle Sullivan was a daughter of 
Timothy Sullivan, Street Inspector and 
an old Toledo resident, well known and 
respected. 

Her mother died when she was youhz 
and when her father remarried she was 
adopted by an uncle. 

Kittie met Schmidt in Cleveland and 
they came here. Just what his power 
over her was is not known, but he has 
already served two terms in the work- 
house for assaulting her and once he 
tried to kill her with a knife. 

She held him in fear so great that she 
evidently did exactly as he ordered her 
to de, and it was against the advice of 
friends that she went to see him in the 
workhouse when he sent for her. 

The death bed scene was most affect- 
ing last night when it was sought to 
establish her identity. 

“No, no,’ she cried, “it is better that 
they do not know me or where I am. I 
have been 38 disgrace; let me die un- 
known.” 

Had it not been for the action 
Schmidt yesierday it is probable the 
affair would have gone down in the 
pclice vynnals as simply an accident, as 
fhe did not say} one word as to how it 
happened or who had anything to do 
with the unfortunate occurrence. While 
the ‘clews the detectives have are very 
slender, they hope to secure enough cir- 


cumstantial evidence to force a ¢ ‘

Mrs. Pauline Schmidt of Bonne 
Terre Identifies Picture of 
Arch-Bigamist as That of Al- 
bert Hauser, Her Husband. 


GAVE HER CHLOROFORM; 
DISAPPEARED WITH $900 


In St. Louis She Mistook Dr. 
Saul Adler for Witzhoff, 
Who, She Believes, Was in 
Adler’s Employ. 


Pauline Zelukovitz, who, as told ex- 
clusively in ‘Tuesday’s Post-Dispatch, 
identified Dr. Saul Adler of 327 Wash 
street as her husband, now known to 
have been the arch-bigamist, Dr. George 
A. Witzhoff, and who soon after 
knowledged that she was mistaken in 
her identification, today told the story of 
her seven years’ pursuit of the inan 
whom the police of the entire country 
are now seeking. 

She has borne the name of Mrs. Paul- 
ine Schmidt during the long search for 
the man who married her in Philadel- 
phia, May 3, 1898, and chloroformed, 
robbed her of £900 and deserted her 
in Brooklyn 13 days later. 

When seen at her boarding place near 
Bonne Terre, St. Francois County, to- 
day, by the Post-Dispatch reporter, Mis. 
Schmidt identified pictures of Witzho# 
as likenesses of the dentist who mdrried 
her. under the name of Albert Hauser. 
She assumed the name of Schmidt in 
the hope of making her search more ef- 
fective.

Detroit, Louisville and 
Milwaukee she found women whom 
Witzhoff, under different names, had 
married and abandoned after leaving 


her. 


In St. Louis three years ago she hbe-* 


lieved she had at last overtaken him 
when she found Dr. Saul Adler. But Dr. 
Adler convinced her that she had been 
deceived by his strong -.resemblance to 
the man she was seeking, . 

He showed documentary proof of his 
identity and he lacked a scar which had 
marked her husband's forehead. 


Husband Just Escaped Her. 

As Dr. Adler has said that Witzsho, 
then known as Schmidt, worked in his 
dental office from April to July, 1902, 
and as Mrs. Schmidt visited Dr. Adler’s 
office in Junc, 1902, she believes that her 
husband was in St. Louis at that time. 

The woman who so long, as a Neme- 
sis, followed the man of many wives, is 
41 years old, of medium height and 
weight, and shows unmistakable signs 
of former beauty. 

Sorrow and the hardships of many 
fruitless journeys have brought wrin- 
kles to her face, but her raven hair 
shows not a trace of, gray, and her 
flashing black eyes grow even more 
luminous as she tells the story of her 
wrongs and her wanderings. 

I thought when Albert Hauser pro- 
posed marriage to me,” she said, “that 
I had been rescued from old maiden- 
hood, for I was past 34 theh. But 1 
have since learned so much of his deal- 
ings with women that [ doubt whether 
I was ever a lawful wife. 

‘Sie told me he was a graduate of 
dentistry, but 1 have long since learned 
that he was a past master of bigamy. 

‘ie has the nranners and appearance 
of a gentleman, the tongue of a light- 
ning-rod agent, the heart of a man-eat- 
ing sharg& and the soul of a villain. 

“J was’ Pauline Zelukovitz, and was 
living with my sister, Mrs. Sarah 
Furst, at 105 Dudley street, Philadel- 
phia, whefi I met the man who called 
himself Albert Hauser, but whom I 
now know from the published pictures 
to have been Witzhoff. 

“We were acquainted for six months 
before our marriage. He-was employed 
as a dentist. 


Married in Independence Hall. 


‘We were married by a Justice of 
the Peace May 3, 1898, in Independence 
Hall. I had expected that he would 
arrange for a religious ceremony, and 
not satisfied with the civil 
ceremony, I insisted on this, and we 
went to Ranpbi Leventau, who per. 
formed the ceremony. 

We went to 635 Carpenter street to 
live. Only a week after he told me 
that Philadelphia was too slow for 
him, and that we would go to Brooklyn, 
where he could do better in business.

Bound, gagged and robbed by two 
negresses and left unconscious, locked 
in her own home, Mrs. Bert Ahlvers, 
aged 18, of 1809 Market street, Bast St. 
Louis, is seriously ill from the shock 
and rough treatment received. De- 
tectives are searching for the women 
and a negro who is thought to he their 
accomplice. 

Tied to a chair and unable to free ker 
arms, Mrs. Ahlvers attracted att2=41tjon 
tc her predicament by beating aer head 
against a window. Two small sir... 
broke through the window with a 
hatchet and cut the ropes that bound 
her with a buteher kniZe. 

Ms. ALivers says that the negre 3-48 
came to the rear yard Tuesday after 
noon, usking for a drink of water. She 
went into the house to get the water 
and the womer followed her. 

Her husband, who is an ironworker 
was not ert home. 

That one was small and slender and 
the other. heavy and stout is the oni,’ 
description Mrs. Ahlvers can give of the

Before she could protest, one had 
seized her arms from behind and the 
other had clapped her hand over Mrs. 
Ahlvers’ mouth.

This threat was emphasized by the 
brandishing of a long, thin knife. Then 
a towel was fastened about her head, 
through her mouth and a rag was tied 
over her eyes. ‘Her hands were tied 
behind her, and with a long clothesline 
she was fastened to the chair, 


Left Helpless, 


Leaving her helpless thus, the ne- 
gresses ransacked the house. From a 
purse On a dresser 8 cents was taken 
and from a trunk, which they broke 
open, $20 was taken. 

Then, leaving Mrs. Ahblvers tightly 
bound end in fearful pain, the female 
robbers left, locking the kitchen door 
and taking the key with them. 

Mrs. Ahlverg says she remembers 
hearing the clock strike at 2:30 p. m., 
as the negresses were binding her in 
the chair. She does not know how long 
they were in the house, she Says, being 
unconscious when they left. 

The ropes cut into her flesh. she Says, 
and she could scarcely breathe because 
of the gag. After a period during 
Which she knew nothing, she regained 
her. senses and began to try to release 
herself. She could not free her hands, 
but her feet being unbound—one of the 
robbers had said it would cost too much 
time to fix her feet—she worked herself 
and the chair to the kitchen window. 


Girls Rescue Her. 

Bumping her head against. the glass 
she drew the attention of. Emma 
Jones, aged 10, 1811 Market street. The 
little girl, seeing that something was 
wrong, got a hatchet and cut away the 
screen until she cvuld pry the window 
up with the hatchet. 

This done, she called Essie Edwards, 
aged 13, of 1815 Market street, telling 
her to bring a butcher knife. ‘When 
she came with the knife Emma boosted 
Essie through the window and the lat- 
ter cut the ropes about Mrs. Ahlvers. 

The woman fainted she was re- 
leased. It was then 4 p. m.

Baron’ Komura and Minister 
Takahira to Take Luncheon 
at Oyster Bay—Witte and 
De Rosen Same Evening. 


PEACE DELAYED FOR 
WANT OF WINE GLASSES 


Signing of Japanese-Russian 
Treaty Held Back Until 
Proper Glasses for Pledging 
Toasts Could Be Procured. 


OYSTER BAY, L. I., Sept. 6.—Baron 
Komura and Minister Takahira, the 
Japanese peace plenipotentiaries,.it was 
announced today by Secretary Loeb, 
will lunch with the President next Sat- 
urday. They will come down from New 
York on the naval yacht Syiph. 

The same evening M. Witte and Bar- 
on de Rosen will dine at Sagamore 
Hill. They will come from Long Island 
Citv to Oyster Bay in a private car. 
The reason for the Russian plenipoten- 
tiaries coming by train is because of 
M. Witte’s preference for railroad 
travel, 

The following are the copies of tne 
telegrams received yesterday by the 
President from Baron Komura and 
from M. Witte and Baron Rosen ah- 
nouncing the signing of the peace 
treaty between Russia and Japan: 

“PORTSMOUTH, N. H., Sept. 5, 1905. 
—To the President: I hasten to inform 
you that the treaty of peace has just 
been signed. Humanity is under a last- 
ing debt of gratitude to you for the 
initiation and suceessful conclusion of 
the peace conference. I beg to be per- 
mitted to add my own thanks and sin- 
cere acknowledgment. 

“Sincerely, KOMURA.”’

MOUTH, N. H., Sept. 6. 

“To the President: 

“We have the honor to Inform you 
that we have this day signed the treaty 
of peace with apJan. It is not for us 
to thank you for what you have done 
in the cause of peace, as your noble 
and generous efforts have been fitting- 
ly acknowledged by our august sov- 
ereign. We can only express to you, 
Mr. President, and to the people of the

KOMURA GIVES $10,000 TO 
CHARITY IN PEACE NAME.

PORTSMULUTH, @&W\. H., Sept. 6.—The 
peace of Portsmouth was delayed for 
25 minutes because there were no cham- 
pagne glasses in the conference build- 
ing at the navy yard. , 

There was plenty of champagne— 
oceans of it—but nothing from which 
to drink it. The envoys desired to 
pledge their Emperors, their countries, 
the President, amity and one another. 

They demanded slender-stemmed 
glasses. The caterer had _ forgotten 
them. They sent him scurrying in a 
big red automobile to Portsmouth, The 
chauffeur touched only the high places 
going and coming. Mud-covered and dis- 
heveled, the caterer came back with 
the glasses and the brief ceremony that 
officially ended the slaughter in the 
far East proceeded. 

Peace was officially proclaimed at 
3:47 o'clock Tuesday afternoon by the 
big guns in the navy yard. Nineteen 
times they boomed out their glad tid- 
ings—an Ambassador’s salute. 

The whistles on all the ships in the 
harbor joined in the din. 

The church bells in Portsmouth were 
rung. 

The envoys filled their glasses with 
wine and drank to eternal friendship. 

A message was hurried to the Czar, 
another to the Mikado and third to 
President Roosevelt. 

Meanwhile the telegraph wires had 
flashed to all the world that the peace 
of Portsmouth was an _ accomplished 
fact and the Government band stationed 
just outside the big red brick building 
in which the successful negotiations 
were conducted played a rollicking 
march. 

Immediately after the signing of the 
treaty a meeting in secret between the 
plenipotentiaries was held, lasting for 
10 minutes. 

What transpired they would not say, 
even to their secretaries. 

Baron Komura held a little levee at 
the hotel when the Japanese returned 
from the navy yard. The feature was 
the presentation of a draft for $10,000 
to Governor McLane to be expended in 
New Hampshire in charity in the name 
of the new peace. 

Late tonight, after mugh saying of 
adicux and handshaking, the Japanese 
party left for Boston, where Baron Ko- 
mura will spend.a day and go for’a 
visit to Harvard Univtrsity. At the 
University a dinner will be given-in his 
honor, he having Once been a student 
ef the famous institution.

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Two-Men Use Jacks to Steal 
. Brasses Weighing 1700 
Pounds at Collinsville. 


HIDE BOOTY IN FIELD 


Officers in Hiding Capture 
Them as They Come for 
It at Midnight. 


After watching in a cornfield near 
Collinsville until nearly midnight Tues- 
day, Special Agent J. G. Grasnicker, 
Special Officer Henderson and Car In- 
spector James Stewart, all of the Van- 
dalia Railroad, captured two negroes, 
whom they accuse of stealing 67 car 
brasses, valued at a total of $135. 

The negroes gave their names as 
Frank Smith, aged 30, and Milton Jones, 
aged -%, both of St. Louis, and say they 
committed the theft under instructions 
from persons in St. Louis. 

A train of 30 cars was run out on 
Jones’ switch, near Collinsville, Il.. 
Monday to supply the adjacent coal 
mines. Monday night, by the use of 
@ jack, many of the cars were lifted 
and the four axle brasses removed from 
éach, leaving the cars certain to be 
wrecked if used. 

The total weight of the brasses re- 
moved was about 1700 pounds, and the 
thieves carried the heavy metal fully 
half a mile into the heart of a corn- 
field, where they hid them until they 
could safely be carried elsewhere. 

The brasses were Stacked in two 
heaps, and were found Tuesday by Spe- 
cial Agent Grasnicker. 

‘he three Vandalia employes hid 
themselves Tuesday night where they 
gould keep a close watch on the two 
heaps of brasses in the cornfield. About 
13:30 the two negroes drove into the 
te a ge in an express wagon and pro- 
seeded to load the brasses into the 
wagon. 

When they had almost completed 
their task, Grasnicker, Henderson and 
Stewart sprang out from their hiding 
places and, with drawn pistols, ordered 
the negroes to surrender.. The latter 
offered no resistance. 

They were taken to East St. Louis, 
where a charge of grand larceny was 
preferred against them. The prelim- 
inary examination takes place Wednes- 
day before Justice Stanton.

THE BRIDGE COMMISSION. 

What has become of the Mayor’s Bridge and Ter- 
nina] Commission, which was given an appropriation 
of $25,000 to solve the bridge and terminal prob- 
lem ? 

The commission was composed of the Mayor, Pres- 
ident. of the B. P. I. and representatives of ~he 
Business Men’s League, the Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion and the Merchants’ Exchange. Elias Michael 
was appointed Chairman and resigned. No suc- 
cessor has been appointed. No organization has 
been effected. No business meeting has been held. 
The railroad expert provided for has not been se- 
l¢eted. Letters asking for information about the 
bridge arbitrary were issued by the Mayor, but 
the information has been thrown in a pigeon hole or 
the ‘river. 

But the bridge arbitrary has been working day 
and night. It is stil} akin factories to East St. 
Louis, where goods cah*be Shipped across the bridge 
free. The terminal prpenmjs unsolved. 

Was the commission regiy appointed not to sulve 
the bridge and terminal problem? 
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An August record of more than 100 per cent in- 
eréase in real estate transactions over August of 
104 is another gratifying St. Louis exhibit.

sion report on railroad accidents in the United 
States in 1904, one passenger was killed for every 
1,022,267 carried. One was injured for every 78,- 
523 carried. During the same year 3632 empivyes 
were killed-and 67,067 injured. 

The British railroads are by contrast practiéally 
free from accident. For every 199,758,000 passengers 
carried one was killed, while one was injured for 
every 2,244,472 carried. Of employes 7 were killed 
and 14 injured. 

The contrast is interesting and suggestive. But 
it should not be forgotten that the real test is not 
found ohly by inspecting the number of passengers 
carried. American mileage is enormously greater 
than British. And ‘with increasing mileage the lia- 
bility to accident increases, 

It is doubtful if'the English roadbeds are much 
better than many that can be found in the United 
States. But the omnipresent grade crossing is a 
danger which the English roads have eliminated. 

The advantage is not so clearly with the English 
roads as appears on the face of the figures. But 
the difference is so great that it cannot all be ex- 
plained by reference to our greater mileage.

The law requires that children between the ages 
of 8 and 14 shall regularly attend “some day school, 
public, private, parochial or parish, not less than 
one-half of the entire time the school which said 
child attends is in session.” This makes ample al- 
lowance for sickness. The law also gives perizis- 
sion to parents who are able to do so, to substi- | 
tute home teaching for school attendance, pro vided 
such home teaching is “in the judgment of a court 
of competent Jurisdiction substantially equivalent 
at least to the instruction gives the children of like

No doubt there is disappointment in the army over 
the peace terms. No doubt the fire of war and con- 
quest is raging in the breasts of the soldiers, but 
the world has been grossly deceived in the leaders

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NEW YORK EDITORIAL OPINION

NEW YORK, Sept. 6—The World 
prints a timely editorial on the Civic 
Pauperism of New York that can be 
profitably studied by other cities in like 
conditions. It says: ‘The search for 
an independent candidate for Mayor re- 
veals a most unflattring condition of 
civic pauperism in New York. Scarce- 
ly halt a dozen names have been as 
much as mentioned in connection with 
office of greater power and importance 
than the governorship of most States. 


Of these names not more than half be- 
long to men who could be considered 
even available in the loosest political 
sense of the word. 

“Yet the city of New York has a 
population greater than that of the en- 
tire country at the time the Consti- 
tution of the United States was framed. 
In the convention that drafted the Con- 
stitution were George Washington, 
Kenjamin Franklin, Alexander Hamil- 
ton, James Madison, Roger Sherman, 
Rufus King, Robert Morris, Chas.

There 
were men of the firgt rank in American 
statesmanship who were not delegates 
to this convention—Thomas Jefferson, 
John Adams, Samuel Adams, Patrick 
Henry, for example. All these men 
came out of a ‘smaller population than 
that of the present ‘city of New York. 

“If the country in 1787 had been as 
impoverished | politically as New York 
is today it is safe to say that there 
would not have been constitution or 4 
United States of America. 

“New York may be rich in money, 


but it is miserably poor in some other 
things."’

Dr. WJ McGee, who was head of the 
Anthropological Department of the 
World’s Fair, was in St. Louis Wednes- 
day on his way back to Washington, 
after a remarkable four months’ exper!- 
ment in the Great American Desert, 
Arizona. He believes, he says, that he 
accomplished that for which he went, 
the discovery of the manner in which 
storms are bred in the region of the 
desert, which has long been termed the 
“storm-breeding belt.’ 

Dr. MceGee’s stay in Arizona has given 
nim a copper color as pronounced as 
; that of an Indian and has greatly im- 
_ proved his health. His weight was re- 
| duced from 235 pounds to 190 pounds, he 
says, and he is now all bone and muscie. 
His camp, occupied by himself and a 


‘| Pueblo boy, was 7 miles from Yuma 


and 20 miles from the coast of the Gulf 
of California. 

The exvlanation of the peculiar phe- 
nomena of the storm belt given by Dr. 
McGee is interesting. , 

“a yreservior of aqueous vapor is 
formed over the Pacific coast and the 
Guif of California,” he said, “and this 
swings over the ‘storm-breeding belt’ 
along the coast line. The ground here 
is perfectly level and the radiation from 
the earth’s serface is consequently very 
regular and even. The heat radiation 
from the desert is, of course, very 
great.. This ‘strong radiation by its 
regularity keeps the aqueous vapor high 
above the earth in a 8stable_ state, 
though invisible. 


Rain Falls, but Doesn’t 
“When the vapor moves eastward, over 
the mountains, and meets the irregular 
radiation that comes from the uneven 
surface of the earth, a precipitation of 

the vapor results—rain and storms. 
“A picturesque phenomena may be 
Observed in the desert. One can see 
rain falling above, but never reaching 
the ground. On a clear day you can 
gee little white clouds form in the

Nothing has developed to account for 
the recent accumlation of strength 
noted in this security and the “street 
is still possessed with the idea iimt 
the stock may be cornered.

Eph Ewing, Brother-in-Law of 
Senator Cockrell, Will Like- 
ly Be Buried at Jeff City. 


SHOT HIMSELF AT BUTTE 


Great Sportsman and Racon- 
teur, He Figured High 
in Missouri. 


The body of the late Eph. B. Ewing, 
brother-in-law of former Senator Cock- 
rell and for years editor of the Jeffer- 
son City Tribune and prominent in Mis- 
souri politics, who shot himself through 
the head with a revolver in Butte, 
Mont., Tuesday, will probably be taken 
to Jefferson City for burial. 

Ewing s deed was committed in Mur- 
ray’s Hospital, where he was under 
treatment for hay fever, and the only 
witness was a girl attendant. Ill health 
and financial difficulties are believed to 
have prompted the act. It is said that 
wing had recently paid a bill at the 
Yancey Hotel, in Yellowstone Park, 
with a check for $125, drawn on the 
Butte bank of Senator Clark, that the 
check had been protested and an at- 
torney was threatening suit. Just prior 
to shooting himself Ewing had an in- 
terview with this attorney, and gave 
him a rifie as part payment on the bill. 

Ewing was a brother of Mrs. John C. 
Wilkinson of Kirkwood, whose husband 
is secretary of the Western Commercial 
Travelers’ Association with headquarters 
at 407 North Broadway. His father, 
Judge Ephraim B. Ewing, was for many 
years a justice on the Missouri supreme 
bench. At one time Ewing was a 
wealthy man, and was an enthusiastic 
sportsman, it being through his efforts 
that George Gould became a member 
of a Missouri hunting party of which 
Ewing was the head. He frequently ac- 
companied George Gould on the latter’s 
Western trips. Ewing was renowned as 
a story teller.
